ETTER OUTLINED a supplemental security 


income program for persons who are 65 years 
of age or older, disabled or blind. He said this 
program, which becomes effective in January 
of 1974, is an effort by the federal government 
to provide a set amount of financial aid for 
persons who might not otherwise have any 
income. 


Persons 
who meet 
the 
program's 


qualifications can receive up to $130 per month 
as a "basic income," according to Etter. He 
said this figure decreases by one-third if the 
applicant lives in a household besides his own. 
It also decreases in direct relation to other 
income. 


The one-third reduction in possible benefits 


does not apply to a child (under 18, unless 
enrolled in an educational institution as 
prescribed by the program's guidelines), but 
his parents' income figures into the total 
amount of aid allowed. 


Etter said an applicant, if considered on his 


own financial status, can have no more than 
$1,500 in "liquid resources," plus a home and 
automobile of "reasonable value." 


Etter said his office is prepared to handle 


what may be a large number of applicants, 
despite how rapidly the program's guidelines 
are changing. He explained that since this is a 
new program, "many areas are unclear to us," 
but "every effort is made to protect the ap- 
plicant's rights." 


Following Etter's presentation, an informal 


chili supper was served. Approximately 20 
persons attended the meeting.

volve longer hours) to get some

Asked from the audience if 


the four-day week would permit 
the required number of hours, 
Anderson said it would since the 
Texas Education Agency had 
given permission for shorter 
hours. He said one advantage to 
the four-day week would be that 
buses would not have to run a 
fifth day, whereas they would 
be required to do so under the 
plan proposed by Briscoe and 
the TEA. 


Lindsey said he felt sure 


possibilities had been discussed 
at other local schools besides 
Fannin since he had asked for 
such feedback. 


Lindsey said the plan

Gas Rate Hike 
fs Possible Here

Lone Star Gas may be asking 


for rate hikes to residential and 
commercial customers here in 
the near future. If the company 
does 
request these in- 


creases, it will follow rate hikes 
already taking effect for in- 
dustrial users. 


Tom Boyd, local 
office 


manager for Lone Star, said the 
company has asked the Texas 
Railroad 
Commission 
for 


permission to raise rates within 
the Lone Star system. No 
decision has been made in the 
matter. 


Boyd said the proposal now 


being 
considered 
by 
the 


railroad commission would 
increase the "gate rate" of gas 
8.1 cents per thousand cubic feet 
if approved. The "gate rate" is 
the local district's cost of 
purchasing gas. This increase 
would necessitate, in turn, 
asking for increased rates to 
local residential and com- 
mercial users, according to 
Boyd. 


Boyd said he did not know 


how much of an increase to 
local residential and com- 
mercial customers might be 
requested if the "gate rate" 
hike is approved. 


Lone 
Star's 
industrial 


customers, Boyd said, contract 
for gas service on an individual 
basis. As each 
industrial 


customer's contract expires, a 
new contract is negotiated. 
These new contracts include a 
rate hike. 


Boyd said there is no way to 


average or pinpoint the per- 


centage of rate hikes because 
each contract is different. He 
noted the local Lone Star 
district serves approximately 
50 industrial customers — and 
each one may have a different, 
rate increase, according to how 
much gas they use and the type 
of service they want. 


Industrial users can apply for 


three different "rate" con- 
tracts. A "rate 1" customer, for 
example, pays more per unit for 
gas than a lower rate customer, 
but "rate 1" service is the last 
to be curtailed due to shortages. 
(Boyd said the railroad com- 
mission 
determined 
cur- 


tailment priorities earlier this 
year.) 


Industries using more gas can 


qualify for rates that specify 
less cost per unit, according to 
Boyd, but the contract also 
contains increased curtailment 
possibilities. He said the per- 
centage of increases for these 
customers varies not only in 
each "rate" classification, but 
also according to the actual 
amount of gas used. 


Gov. Briscoe's 
program. 


Briscoe has declared an 


emergency period for the 
state's school districts from 
January through March and has 
asked schools to set a goal of a 
15 per cent energy curtailment. 


Lindsey said that, except for

—Where

In compliance with Briscoe's 


requests, Edgar did authorize 
an abbreviated school day and 
extremely 
cold 
weather 


emergency schedules for the 
three-month emergency period. 


Under the recommendation of 


shorter school days each local 
board of school trustees may 
change one or more of the 
present 55-minute class periods 
to a minimum: c: 45 nr.mites in 
order to meet the requested 2:30 
p.m. closing time. Schools with 
instructional programs based 
on a longer class period may 
reduce those periods propor- 
tionately. 


Local boards 
may 
also 


develop an emergency policy 
governing the scheduling of the 
school day during periods of 
extremely 
cold 
weather. 


Schools may operate on a four- 
hour midday schedule or close 
for the entire day when, in the 
judgment of the local board, 
weather conditions require such 
an adjustment. 


Each school district has been 


requested to file with the Texas 
Education Agency a copy of an 
energy saving plan approved by 
the local board. 
Lindsey 


said the schools do intend to file 
such a plan.

Thermostats Down Here? 


Mild Weather Affects Conclusions

If Corsicanans are conserving 


energy by maintaining lower 
temperatures in homes and 
businesses, their efforts have 
not yet registered with local 
utility companies. But the 
reason may be mild weather. 


Embry S. Ferguson, local 


district manager at Texas 
Power and Light, and Tom 
Boyd, office manager for Lone 
Star Gas, told The Daily Sun 
they cannot draw any definite 
conclusions about power con- 
sumption in Corsicana since the 
advent of the energy crunch. 


Both men said relatively mild 


weather so far this winter has 
made comparisons with past 
years during the same months 
difficult. Feguson said he can 
make no decision, using his 
latest figures, as to whether or 
not less power is being used. 


Boyd said, "I can't really see 


any decrease, but we really 
need a more 
comparable 


month. We can't tell too much at 
this point." 


Both 
utility 
companies 


compared power usage figures 
during the month of November 
last year and this year. Because 
of an increase in electricity 
usage this November over last, 


TP&L also included figures for 
October of both years. 


Ferguson said 1.17 per cent 


more electricity was used 
during November this year than 
in the same month of 1972.

TEAGUE — The Teague City 


Council Tuesday approved an 
across-the-board 10 per cent 
increase in rates for all services 
provided by the City, including 
electricity, water, sewer ser- 
vice and garbage pickup. 


The decision to increase rates 


followed a unanimous vote by 
the council to contract with 
Lone Star Gas Co. for fuel 
through industrial rate two, 
rather than rate three as in the 
past. The new rate will cost 
more, but will lessen the chance 
of Lone Star curtailing the city's 


fuel 
supply, Teague City 


Manager Roy Cain explained. 


The new rate becomes ef- 


fective Christmas Day, Cain 
said. 


The increase in rates for 


services provided by the City 
are a result of the additional 
$37,000 yearly cost of pur- 
chasing gas from Lone Star. 


The new service rates, which 


will be put into effect as soon as 
the necessary book work is 
completed, will mean the 
minimum garbage collection 
and sewer rates of $2.50 each 
will increase to $2.75, and the 
minimum $3 water charge will 


be raised to $3.30. 


The cost of electricity, which 


is generated at the City's own 
plant, will also increase 10 per 
cent for all customers. 


In other business, the council 


postponed taking action on two 
bids for property offered for 
sale by the City. The property 
includes lots seven through 11 in 
Block 210. 


Since no bids have been 


received on the City's 1970 
patrol car, Cain was instructed 
to find out how much he can 
obtain for it.

Large Budget, Tax Increases in Duval County Prompt Formation of Parr Opposition 
Iranian Oil PriCCS Skyrocket; Effect To Hurt Around the World 
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SAN DIEGO, Texas (AP) - 


Duval County recently made 
public its annual budget for the 
first time in 12 years. 


It revealed that $4.2 million 


dollars will be spent in the next 
year to serve the county's 18,- 
000 residents who live within its 


1,814 
square miles. 


Webb County (Laredo), which 


borders Duval will spend $2.5 
million during the same period 
to serve 80,000 residents spread 
over 3,293 square miles. 


The published budget, which 


was accompanied by large tax 
increases for many property 
owners, has resulted in the for- 
mation of the Duval County 


Taxpayers league. 


Such a league could pose a 


serious threat to the long rule 
of the county by George B. 
Parr and County Judge Archer 
Parr. The Parrs claim the 
league is composed of old polit- 
ical enemies, most of whom are 
out-of-county land owners who 
have no voting power in the 
county.

—The Duval County shop 


where vehicles are worked on 
has a budget of $225,781.40, 
compared with $39,727 for the 
same item in Webb County.

The price of Iranian crude oil 


went out of sight. Venezuela be- 
came a new force in the oil 
war. 
And informed sources said 


the United States planned to re- 
duce gasoline production by 20 
per cent. 


That was Tuesday's agenda 


on the oil crisis calendar. 
In 


addition, there were predictions 
of more unemployment and of a 
sharp increase in the American 
cost of living, including such 
things as a 30-cent-per-gallon 
increase in the cost of gasoline. 


The Iranian sale of crude oil 


set a world price record whose 


impact could play havoc with 
the economies of nations, in- 
dustry sources in New York 
said. 


The effect of such global 


maneuverings, they said, even- 
tually would trickle to the bot- 
tom of the oil barrel — the con- 
sumer. 


The Iranian governmen an- 


nounced it contracted to sell a 
relatively small consignment of 
80 million barrels of crude oil 
for $16 to $17.40 a barrel to un- 
identified American, European 
and Japanese bidders. It pre- 
viously had sold barrels at 
about $3.30. 


Venezuela's apparent new 


president, Carlos Andres Perez, 
warned that, like the Arabs, he 
would use oil as a weapon. He 
said he wanted 
economic 


benefits for his country. 


The Nixon administration, ac- 


cording to informed sources, 
planned to cut production of 
gasoline by about 20 per cent in 
efforts to control distribution of 
crude oil and petroleum prod- 
ucts. 


It also set up a special unit in 


the federal energy office to 
deal with the oil shortage's eco- 
nomic impact, which is being 
felt more keenly with each 


day's escalating events. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of 


the Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, said fuel price increases 
could raise the cost of living in 
the United States by $27 billion 
next year — nearly three per 
cent. 


In other energy-related devel- 


opments Tuesday: 


—The New England Power 


Pool said severe power short- 
ages may result this winter be- 
cause New England utilities 
will get 34 per cent less oil than 
they need. 


—The nation's airlines will be 


forced by Nixon's allocation 


program to cancel 2,600 daily 
departures and lay off more 
than 25,000 employes, the Air 
Transport Association says. 


—Phillips Petroleum Co. said 


it was cutting back its refinery 
output because the Arab em- 
bargo is crimping its supply of 
crude oil. 


—And a Nixon cabinet mem- 


ber, Transportation Secretary 
Claude S. Brinegar, denied the 
shortage was an oil industry 
gimmick to raise prices. 


"The shortage is honest-to- 


God real," Brinegar told a Sen- 
ate 
Public 
Works subcom- 


mittee. "I wish it were a con- 


spiracy, but it's not." He insist- 
ed that information the govern- 
ment is getting is accurate. The 
administration relies on the oil 
industry for data relating to the 
shortage. 


The prices for Iranian crude 


were announced following an 
auction by the Iranian National 
Oil company of 80 million bar- 
rels for delivery the first half 
of 1974. 


"There are very few places 


in the world today where inde- 
pendent companies can get 
crude oil," one oil expert ob- 
served. "People are grabbing 
to buy crude anywhere they 


can," said another.

only conditionally. 


President Perez, the unoffi- 


cial winner in Sunday's elec- 
tions, said his country's un- 
tapped 
petroleum 
reserves 


would be exploited in accor- 
dance witli a policy of Venezue- 
lan nationalism. 


Venezuela produces approxi- 


mately 3.3 million barrels of 
crude oil and refined products 
a day and is the second largest 
supplier of the United States, 
which consumes some 17 mil- 
lion barrels daily. 


Economic adviser Stein told a 


congressional 
committee he 


based his $27 billion cost-of-liv- 
ing-increase estimate on an ex- 
pected 50 per cent increase in 
fuel prices. 


He predicted that balancing 


supply and demand would re- 
quire a 30-cents-a-gallon in- 
crease in gasoline prices. He 
said no decision had been made 
on rationing or taxes to deal 
with the crisis, but he said 
higher consumer prices are 
certain to be a result.

Society Lists Former Mayors 


The 
Navarro 
County 


Historical Society is busy 
compiling a complete list of 
mayors of Corsicana. 


The Historical Society's 


research reveals that in 1875 
Alexander Beaton (for whom 
Beaton Street is named) was 
successful 
in bringing the 


railroad 
to Corsicana. 
That 


year a city commission type 
government was formed, and 
Ira P. Taylor was appointed 
mayor by Governor Edmond J. 
Davis. 


The late historian Alva Taylor 


had in his files a picture of 
Mayor Taylor and the document 
from Governor Davis which 
declared Ira Taylor mayor of 
Corsicana. 


The Historical Society has 


been unable to determine how 
long Ira Taylor was mayor, but 
in 1877 John L . Miller, Esq. was 
elected to the office. 


Some time between 1877 and 


1894 
Judge Stout served 
as 


mayor. This included the period 
when Beaton Street was paved 
with Bois D' Arc blocks — 
wooden slabs cut from the tree 
variety known locally as the 
"horse apples." 


In 1894, J. E. Whiteselle was 


elected mayor. He served until 
1897. J.H. Woods served in the 
office from 1897 through 1899, 
and S. W. Johnson was mayor 
for two years, beginning in 1900. 


Other mayors include E. 0. 


Call, 1902-1904, E.A. Johnson, 
1905-1908, B.H. Woods Jr., 1909- 
1912, and J. L. Halbert, 1913- 
1922. 


In 1918, Corsicana voters 


elected four city commissioners 
for the first time. 


J.S. Eubank was elected 


mayor in 1923. At the time, an 
oil boom was in progress in the 
area, and Corsicana sold water 
to oil companies to finance the 
present city hall at no expense 
to the taxpayers, according to 
the Historical Society. 


J. S. Murchison was mayor in 


1925. R. L. Wheelock served in 
the office from 1929-1930; J. W. 
Edens, 1931-1934; and J.S.

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Experts Disagree on Most Effecient Truck Speed

Fifty or fifty-five? 
That's one of the questions 


the experts are asking in trying 
to unravel the confusion sur- 
rounding new proposed speed 
limits for trucks. 


In his Nov. 25 energy mes- 


sage, President Nixon called 


for lower speed limits to cut 
fuel consumption. He suggested 
50 miles per hour for cars and 
55 for trucks and buses. 


Administration officials said 


the higher speed for the larger 
vehicles was proposed because 
trucks and buses "are geared, 
on balance, to run more ef- 


ficiently at 55 in.p.h. than at 50 
m.p.h. and therefore will save 
more fuel at the higher speed." 


That view might be changing. 


Transportation Secretary 
Claude S. Brinegar said this 
week the administration be- 
lieves "that between 50 and 55

Judge Accuses IRS 
Of Playing Politics 


Still in battle 
a home-front 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


federal judge says the infer- 
ence of White House political 
intervention has been raised in 
Internal Revenue Service han- 
dling of the tax status of a pub- 
lic interest research group. 


U.S. District Judge Charles 


R. Richey said the IRS "did not 
have clean hands in their deal- 
ings" with the group, the Cen- 
ter on Corporate Responsibility 
Inc. 


He ordered on Tuesday that 


the center be considered an or- 
ganization exempt from federal 
income taxes and qualified to 
receive deductible charitable 
contributions. 


The group, founded by for- 


mer researchers for consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader, "was 
singled out for selective treat- 
ment for political, ideological 
and other improper reasons," 
Richey said in a 31-page memo- 
randum accompanying his or- 
der. 


The center was disbanded in 


July when its contributions 
dried up. 


"A looming issue in this case 


has been whether political in- 
terference 
or intrusion 
has 


played a role in the Internal 
Revenue Service's considera- 
tion of the plaintiff's exemption 
application," the judge said. 


However, Richey said he was 


unable to make an informed 
evaluation 
of 
the 
center's 


claims that White House politi- 
cal pressure resulted in the ad- 
verse ruling because the IRS 
failed to supply all the mate- 
rials he ordered 
produced. 


These included all White House 


files plus the Treasury and IRS 
files regarding tax-exempt or- 
ganizations since Jan. 20, 1969, 
and certain tape recordings" 
now before U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica. 


The center was incorporated 


as a nonprofit corporation in 
February 1970 and, in Septem- 
ber that year, asked exemption 
from federal income laws. It 
listed its purpose as the promo- 
tion of increased responsibility 
on the part of corporations. 


When there was no IRS rul- 


ing by last May 2, the center 
filed suit. Two weeks later, on 
May 16, the IRS ruled the 
group was not exempt from 
taxes nor qualified to receive 
deductible charitable contribu- 
tions. 


Richey said that in the IRS 


files was found- a seven-page 
handwritten note by IRS offi- 
cial Richard Cox with the nota- 
tion "perhaps White House 
pressure." The judge said the 
files also disclosed "certain un- 
usual procedures" in the final 
processing of the application. 


For instance, the judge noted 


that internal memorandums all 
showed approval of the appli- 
cation and not until Deputy 
Chief Counsel Roger V. Earth 
turned over the file to a Mrs. 
June Norris was there any 
draft of an adverse ruling. 


The judge referred to Earth 


as a political appointee and to 
Mrs. Norris as having "neither 
direct nor indirect responsi- 
bility to the chief counsel nor 
any prior involvement regard- 
ing the application."

A threatened two-day work 


stoppage by independent truck 
drivers to protest higher fuel 
costs and lower speed limits 
appeared to have only scat- 
tered support today. 


Leaders of the protest said 


they wanted independent driv- 
ers to vacate the nation's high- 
ways by 11:59 p.m. EDT 
tonight. But Teamsters Presi- 
dent Frank Fitzsimmons told a 
Senate subcommittee Tuesday 
he doubted a shutdown would 
take place. 


A check of truck lines, truck 


stops and truck union officials 
across the nation showed mixed 
reaction to the call for a shut- 


down. 


Truckers, particularly inde- 


pendent drivers, want assur- 
ances that actions such as low- 
er speeds, higher fuel costs and 
reduced supplies of fuel will not 
impair their ability to make a 
living. Most of them are paid 
by the mile and pay their own 
expenses. 


In what appeared to be the 


most significant action, some 
200 trucks remained parked to- 
day at a truck stop in Daton- 
sville, la. The manager of the 
stop said the truckers were 
calling for an 
immediate 


stoppage rather than wait for 
the announced shutdown. There 
were no reports of truck 
blockades or any other work 


stoppage. 


Robert Jasmon of Springfield, 


111., manager of the Midwest 
Truckers Association, which 
claims to represent 2,00'1 


companies in the Midwest, 
supported the call for a shut- 
down on Thursday and Friday. 


"We're 
asking 
all 
our 


members to park their rigs ... 
on their own lots," Jasmon said. 
He said member companies 
own about 20,000 trucks and 
estimated about 70 to 80 per cent 
would join a stoppage. 


In 
Lamar, 
Pa., 
where 


truckers holed up last week for 
five days, a protest spokesman 
said drivers would go off the 
road today. 


trucks and buses, in total, are 
essentially unc angecl.

Automotive experts disagree

"There's no way you're going

Glasenapp said truck drivers 


could cut fuel consumption by 
about five per een1. by switch- 
ing from 55 to 50 m.p.h. He 
added, however, that the lower 
speeds could increase other 
costs by as much as 15 per 
cent. The chief new cost is the 
additional road time driving at 
lower speeds. 


Most of the experts seem to 


agree that determining which 
speed is best involves a variety 
of 
factors, 
including 
trans- 


mission systems. The key to 
tlie question seems to be fig- 
uring out at what speed a truck 
can get into top gear. 


That's the gear at which a 


truck — or car 
— operates 


most efficiently. It's the gear 
used for cruising speed. In top 


gear, the engine lias to work 
less hard, making fewer revolu- 
tions per unit of distance trav- 
eled than in lower gears.

Most Texans didn't realize 


the danger this past summer, 
but a very distinct possibility 
arose that the whole state 
would come apart and spread 
out over Kansas and Utah and 
smother New Mexico, Okla-

shortage of baling wire. 


You think baling wire is used 


just to bale things? Wrong! 


Everything in Texas is held 


together with baling wire, as 
any country boy knows. 


There was a time in Texas 


when not a piece of machinery 
would work without that mal- 
leable material keeping it from 
falling apart. 


Things got pretty sticky this 


summer 
when the shortage 


suddenly developed. 


The price shot up from the 


customary $8 a roll to around 
$40 and even if a farmer had 
$40 he often couldn't find any. 


The baling wire crisis was 


blamed on everybody around 
the world just like the current 
fuel shortage. 


Most baling wire is imported, 


which puts the blame on 
the world. Meanwhile, price 
controls in Washington were 
blamed for channeling metal 
into things other than wire. 


Then there was a bumper 


crop this year, increasing the 
demand, and you can't blame 
that on anyone unless a hay 
farmer looks at his neighbor's 
place and says its his fault for 
growing hay instead of cotton 
or goobers. 


This shortage is why you can 


drive even today in some parts 
of the state and see great 
mounds of the stuff in the field. 
Closer inspections shows these 
to be stack of hay. The farmer 
couldn't find the wire to bale it.

Christmas gift for the man who 
has everything, how about a 
1,500-pound, 14-foot-tall 
fiberglass bull? 


The fiberglas bulls, which 


come 
in 
three 
models: 


Hereford, Angus and Charolais, 
are the product of Fiberco 
Industries of Abilene. 


Tom Rodgers, who got into 


fiberglas work as a hobby, then 
got into the business and opened 
Fiberco, then got into the bull 
building business with a 23-bull 
contract from Goodner's Steak 
Houses of Duncan, Okla. 


"Goodner's had three of the 


bulls that had been built by 
another company," Rodgers 
said. "We tried to get their 
mold, but we couldn't, so we 
built our own mold." 


THAT MOLD, fashioned by 


hand out of papier-mache, took 
about three months to build. 
There were 42 separate pieces 
to the first bull that Rodgers 
and fiberglas worker John 
Gomez put together. Since that 
first bull, some of the parts have 
been consolidated but the bull is 
still far from having unibody 
construction. 


After the mold was ready, it 


took about six weeks to make 
the first bull. Now Gomez and 
Jerry Ray, who came to the 
firm later, can do a complete 
bull in about a week. 


With eight bulls completed so 


far and a ways to go on the 
Goodner contracts, Rodgers is 
looking for new customers for 
his bulls. 


"They're a natural for cattle 


sale barns, cattle breeders, 
ranchers and we can make 
models in Angus and Charolais 
besides the basic Hereford." 


RODGERS IS proud of his 


product. 


"There are other places 


making bulls, but I've had a 
rancher tell me that ours are 
the most authentic-looking ones 
he's seen. You see that mouth? 
"There are five colors in that 
mouth. See those eyes? No 
matter where you stand it is 
looking you straight in the eye." 


It may sound like a lot of bull, 


but Rodgers believes there are 
a lot of people willing to pay 
$3,650 ($4,450 on a trailer) for a 
1500-pound, 14-foot-tall, 22'2- 
foot-long, 6'z-wide fiberglas 
bull. 


and other things in Texas. 


Perhaps there is enough used 


baling wire still around to keep 
everything operating a little 
longer. 


You see, you never buy bal- 


ing wire to make repairs. You 
must use old wire. No one on a 
farm or ranch is foolish enough 
to throw any away. 


If you found a piece in the 


pasture, you draped it on the 
nearest fence post. Then if the 
harness broke or a stirrup 
came loose, there was a ready- 
made repair kit nearby. 


If a man split his overalls, a 


piece of wire would take the 
place of thread and be used to 
sew up the rent and thus pro- 
tect the victim's modesty until 
he could get back to the house. 


It wss an absolute necessity 


to have a supply around the 
barn, too. 


It was used as a loop to keep 


a gate closed or as a hinge on a 
door. Wire was as good as a 
piece of leather for fixing har- 
ness. Wire could keep the wag- 
on rolling if you lost the axle 
nut. 


You could wire a chicken's 


legs together to keep it from

running away. Made an ex- 
cellent material for hanging 
flower pots or pictures or for 
stringing up a ham in the 
smokehouse. 


The housewife could wire up 


the cookstove if a door fell off. 


Kids could spike a marsnmal- 


low on the end of a piece and 
toast the goodie over the fire. 


It took the place of nails, 


hinges, bolts, clamps and glue. 


While there never was too 


much baling wire left over, 
there was plenty of barbed—or 


bob—wire around. 


So why not use bob wire as a 


universal fix-it? Plenty of rea- 
sons. 


Bob wire may have won the 


West, as some contend. But 
we've never heard anyone have 
a good word to say for it. 


The encyclopedia says there 


are more than 150,000 kind of 
wire 
manufactured—round, 


square, oval, flat. 


Don't know of any cowboy or 


farm hand who doesn't wish 
there were only 149,999 kinds 


and that the missing wire 
would be bob. 


Cattle, horses and people get 


cut on it. 


Try to stretch it between two 


posts and it curls up and snaps 
back and entwines itself around 
your legs and you have to go to 
the house for a bottle of iodine. 


Stretch it good and tight and 


the next day when the ranch 
foreman rides by it's sagging 
like the current fuel supplies 
and he gets pretty salty about 
your poor work. 


You can't use it for a loop to 


hold a gate together because 


even your best friend won't vis- 
it you because he's too smart to 
try to open the gate and cut his 
hands to pieces doing so. 


It's too stiff for repairing har- 


ness, machinery or ripped over- 
alls. 


Not a lot of people, either, 


knew about a second disaster 
which almost struck the state 
overat College Station. 


They almost had to call off 


the annual Thanksgiving Day 
football classic between Texas 
A&M and Texas because of a 
shortage of baing wire. 


You simply can't have a 


Thanksgiving Day game at Col- 
lege Station without the big 
bonfire the night before. 


The way we get it from a for- 


mer A&M student—and you 
have to get all this second hand 
because no non-Aggie ever gets 
to see the fire until it is lit. 
They call out platoons of stu- 
dents on a military schedule to 
keep non-Aggies blocks away 
from the start of the operation 
until the torch is lit. 


Anyway, the way we get it 


from this former student, to 
hold the bonfire logs and other 
woods together, use baling wire.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gressional investigators suspect 
government prosecutors have 
only skimmed the surface in 
uncovering massive schemes to 
cheat the poor in federal hous- 
ing programs. And this despite 
about 300 recent indictments in 
20 cities across the country. 


Justice Departmentinvestiga- 


tors claim steady headway in 
an attack on the biggest crooks. 
But the department's approach 
has been just that—"go for the 
big guys and make believers 
out of the rest." 


Now the Legal and Monetary 


Affairs sudcommittee of the 
House Government Operations 


Committee plans hearings early 
next year on Justice Depart- 
ment progress 
in attacking 


housing fraud. 


The Justice Department at- 


tack first centered on Phila- 
delphia, Detroit, Chicago, New- 
ark, N.J., and Brooklyn, N.Y., 
and soon was expanded to 15 
other cities. 


"What we found was just a 


massive series of unconnected 
fraudulent schemes. Everybody 
seemed to be in the same 
game," said one Justice offi- 
cial. "What we find in one city, 
we're finding in other cities in 
almost the same pattern of ac- 
tivity." 


In simply terms, the schemes 


affect subsidy programs to help 
poor people buy homes with 
down payments as low as $200 
and to help private contractors 
and nonprofit associations de- 
velop rental complexes. 


Committee investigators say 


they are most interested in 
what the department has done 
about alleged fraud in the man- 
agement of dozens of housing 
projects controlled by the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). 


Spurred in part by the sub- 


committee's 1972 hearings, the 
department took the unusual 
step of assigning a task force of 


Washington investigators to as- 
sist U.S. attorneys around the 
nation in ferreting out housing 
frauds. 


The task force attack so far 


has led to 1973 indictments 
against 305 defendants, said 
three department officials who 
asked not to be identified for 
fear that some judges might 
consider it improper for them 
to discuss the investigations 
and dismiss cases for that rea- 
son. 


The officials said they have 


obtained 
107 
convictions, 


Charges against some minor 
figures have been dismissed 
and other cases are pending. 


They said government prose- 
cutors have lost no cases 
against major fraud partici- 
pants. 


The scandals involve pro- 


grams administered by the 
Federal 
Housing Adminis- 


tration and its parent agency, 


HUD. 


The Justice Department "fo- 


cused on what would take us as 
high up in the business commu- 
nity as possible and as high up 
in the FHA as ptssible if any- 
one in FHA was on the take," 
said one department official. 


"This was our project — to 


go for the big guys and make 
believers out of the rest," he 


continued. 


A number of low-level FHA 


officials have been indicted and 
the director of the Philadelphia 
insuring office of FHA, Thomas 
J. Gallagher JR., was con- 
victed of taking bribes and sen- 
tenced last Oct. 10 to three 
years in prison and a $40,000 
fine. 


The Justice officials indicated 


that current investigations may 
involve other higher-ranking 
housing officials. 


"We don't really know. We've 


got some vibes about it but 
nothing really substantive that 
we can say," one investigator 
reported. 


But they emphasized that 


HUD Secretary James T. Lynn 
and the highest FHA officials 
are cooperating and encour- 
aging the Justice probes. 


In the case of single-family 


dwellings, the scheme com- 
monly works this way: 


A real estate speculator buys 


up dilapidated houses for a pit- 
tance, makes cosmetic reapirs 
to conceal the extent of the 
ruin, and often persuades or 
bribes an FHA appraiser to 
jack up the appraised value. 


The speculator then peddles 


the heap to a trusting and in- 
experienced buyer who obtains 
a mortgage guaranteed by FHA

false statements about the buy- 
er's financial status and ability 
to meet even the low payments 
made possible by the federal 
subsidy. 


The disillusioned buyer soon 


finds 
the 
house crumbling 


around him. He doesn't have 
enough money to pay for re- 
pairs and to continue to meet 
mortgage payments. The mort- 
gage holder forecloses and de- 
mands that the government 
pick up the mortgage. 


The speculator has reaped a 


fat profit on the sale and the 
mortgage holder has shared in 
the bonanza. The buyer has 
been cheated out of his next 


egg. 
And the government has 


been bilked for the inflated sale 
price and has become the cus- 
todian of still another ram- 
shackle dwelling. 


The Justice officials said that 


in the case of multi-family de- 
velopments, 
scheming con- 


tractors jack up construction 
costs and developers persuade 
the FHA to guarantee vastly in- 
flated mortgates. 


The developers realize they 


can never meet the mortgage 
payments but they stall the in- 
evitable foreclosure as long as 
possible in order to reap their 
profits through tax write-offs. 
The losses of the subsidized 
housing project allow the devel- 
opers to escape heavy taxation 
on more profitable enterprises. 


When the developer finally 


submits to foreclosure, HUD 
becomes the project manager. 


Following up the 1972 hear- 


ings, the House subcommittee 
asked the General Accounting 
Office for a spot check of proj- 
ects under HUD management. 


The committee source said 


GAO 
investigators reported 


that the manager of a Tucson 
development "on two occasions 
cleaned out the project's bank 
account on Fridays and re- 
stored the funds on Tuesdays." 


The committee staff has not 


determined what happened to 
the money, "but the only thing 
that occurs to us is that Tuc- 
scon is awfully close to I,as 
Vegas" gambling casinos, the 
source said. 


The GAO check of a Dallas- 


Ft. Worth complex found that 
rental income was used, with- 
out HUD approval, to pay ten- 
ants' telephone bills and to 
make unauthorized structural 
changes, the source said. 


In St. Louis, GAO investiga- 


tors reported that a luxury 
apartment complex had been 
turned into a hotel without FHA 
approval, the source said. 


The investigators also found 


that a close associate of the 
project manager has obtained 
20,000 square feet in the build- 
ing to operate a restaurant but 
has "never paid a dime of 
rent," the source added. 


"If these are the things you 


find 
out accidentally, what 


would you find if you went 
about it systematically?" said 
the committee source. "We are 
planning to ask a lot of ques- 
tions down at Justice next 
year." 


Cuban Professor 
Well Educated 


EDINBURG, Tex. (AP) - 


Dr. Antonio Anillo Sarmiento, 
professor of Spanish at Pan 
American University and an 
exiled ex-millionare from Cuba, 
is one of the most educated men 
in the United States. He holds 
four Ph.D. degrees. 


Dr. Anillo was born in Pinar 


del Rio, Cuba in 1912. It was in 
his hometown that he attended 
elementary and secondary 
schools and earned his B.A. de- 
gree in the arts and sciences. He 
later studied at the University 
of Havana where he received 
his doctorate in Jurisprudence. 
One year later, he earned his 
doctorate in the social sciences 
and yet another doctorate in 
education in 1936. 


After being exiled from Cuba 


in 1959 for his political beliefs, 
Dr. Anillo attended Kuztown 
State College in Pennsylvania 
where he obtained his teacher's 
certificate as a part of the Cu- 
ban Refugee Program. He then 
studied at the University of 
Miami and received his diploma 
in the Program 
for Cuban 


Lawyers offered by the U.S. 
federal government. 


Still not satisfied, he headed 


for Washington D.C. and earned 
a 48-semester-hour doctorate in 
Spanish 
from 
George 


Washington University in just 
17 months. 


Dr. Anillo immediately re- 


ceived an offer for employment 
at St. Mary's University in San 
Antonio where he taught for 
four years prior to coming to 
Pan Am in 1972. 


Dr. Anillo owned a consider- 


able amount of property in Cuba.

Fairfield Studies Trash Suggestions

FAIRFIELD-The Fairfield 


City Council Tuesday reviewed 
a trash pickup and sanitary 
landfill study conducted by 
Jack Russell through his 
Governmental Service Agency. 


Russell complimented the 


City's trash pickup crew for 
working at "above 
average 


speed." He said nearly 7,000 
pounds of garbage per load is 
carried to the landfill. 


A once-per-week residential 


garbage 
pickup 
seems 


adequate, Russell reported, but 
two routes per week are 
possible with the same number 
of employes if needed. Trash 
pickup at businesses three days 
per week is generally adequate, 
and additional pickups can be 
made when needed, he said. 


Suggestions Russel made 


include an adjustment in 
commercial fees, which will 
require heavy users of trash 
hauling services to pay a larger 
percentage of the cost. Mobile 
homes should be considered 


residences, Russell said. All 
customers should be required to 
place trash in proper con- 
tainers. 


Russell 
said 
Fairfield's 


landfill location is suitable, but 
he 
suggested 
use 
of 
a 


"progressive slope method"of 
dumping and covering the 
trash. Trenches would be dug on 
each side of the landfill access 


, road. One would be used for 
burning refuge while trash is 
being dumped in the other. 
Trenches should be extended 
and covered once a week, 
Russell recommended. 


Additional suggestions in- 


clude placing a fence along the 
entrance 
of the landfill to 


prevent dumping in the wrong 
location, and posting a list of 
dumping rules at the entrance 


to the landfill. The City should 
either restrict its landfill for 
Fairfield customers only or ask 
the County to pay a share of 
operating the landfill, Russell 
suggested. 


The council discussed a 


resignation 
announcement 


submitted by city attorney 
Hugh Reed Jr., but no action 
was taken. The resignation is to 
be effective Dec. 31. 


Mayor B. G. Capps reported 


the City purchased property for 
a South Highway 75 Bypass at 
the cost of $500. 


The council discussed paying 


the salary of one 
police 


dispatcher as the City's share of 
the service, which is presently 
furnished by the County. 


'Bills were paid 
totaling 


$11,003.55. 


After a lengthy discussion 


concerning what should be 
discussed during the meeting, a 
series of group huddles lasted 
approximately 40 minutes. 
During these small group talks, 
Ronnie Watkins' Wedgewood 
Estates addition plat was 
studied. 


Watkins' plat was given 


conditional approval during the 
last P&Z meeting. The com- 
mission members agreed that 
the approval and 
recom- 


mendation to the City Com- 
mission are valid. Marett said, 
"We didn't think the plat was 
right, although we approved it," 
and indicated he will attend the 
next city commission meeting 
to explain his thoughts. 


Brown said, concerning the 


Watkins' plat, "We may have 
egg on our face for approving it, 
but we did." Sodd also indicated 
there were parts of the plat he 
did not fully understand during 
the last meeting.
